Warren county hunters going into the woods anti 
fields in search of rabbits should heed the advice of the 
Medical Society of State of Pennsylvania and “ b e w a re 
of the lackadaisical rabbit.’’ 
Tularemia, or rabbit fever, takes the pep out of a 
rabbit and makes him an easy mark for the hunter. 
“This serious disease is transmitted to man when lie 
handles, skins, or dresses a sick rabbit.” adds the Medi­ 
cal Society spokesman, “and in a recent survey of 10,- 
800 victims of rabbit fever, death came to 5.37 persons. 
or a little over 5 lier cent.” 
Housewives are cautioned to wear rubber gloves 
when skinning and dressing rabbits brought home from 
the field, but proper cooking renders even tularemic 
rabbits safe for eating. 
Tularemia was first discovered in Tulare County, 
California, in grey squirrels, and spread to other rodents 
and other states, being brought into 
Pennsylvania 
through the importation of rabbits from other states.

"Plant foods for both vegetables 
and ornam ental gardens will be 
available this fall and next spring. 
While it is expected that the usual 
balanced m ixtures Mill be obtain­ 
able for vegetable plots, it is prob­ 
able that special w artim e formulas 
will have to be used on la atis and 
ornam ental plantings. 
In contrast with the first world 
w ar, there are am ple supplies of 
potash now obtainable in this coun­ 
try, and also of other food elements 
except for chem ical nitrogen. Nitro­ 
gen is m uch in dem and for muni­ 
tions, 
and i'.s use for fertilizer 
purposes 
has 
already 
been 
re ­ 
stricted. It is expected that it will 
be allowed in m ixtures which are i 
used to grow vegetables, but denied J 
for other purposes. 
Other form s of nitrogen, however, 
can be substituted for it in war-! 

The chief advantage I 
of chem ical nitrogen in plant food j 
Is th at it is available to plants a t, 
low tem peratures, and thus stim u -: 
late* early growth in the spring. 
It is only in recent years th a t:

old fashioned gardeners have con­ 
tinued to use organic form s of nitro­ 
gen, obtained from packing house 
by-products and sim ilar m aterials. 
No adverse effects on home gar­ 
dens are feared as a result of the 
changes which w ar will m ake nec­ 
essary. 
Throughout m ost of the country 
lawns have grown luxuriantly this 
year, 
thanks 
to frequent rains. 
Heavy growth entails a penalty, 
however: it tends to exhaust plant 
food in the soil, and increases th# 
need for feeding, if vigor is to be 
m aintained. 
A lawn which goes into the win­ 
ter well fed, is far m ore likely ta 
em erge in the spring with a mini­ 
mum of injury, than one which 
ends the season in poor condition. 
Perm anent lawn grasses are sc 
hardy that no dam age is dor.# to 
them by low tem peratures alone. 
But extensive w inter dam age m ay 
result from poor drainage, 
and 
from the heaving action of alter­ 
nate freezing and thawing. 
W ater expands when frozen and 
contracts when it thaws, as is well 
known to m ost gardeners. Since 
soil is usually m oist in the winter, 
expansion 
and 
shrinkage 
occur 
whenever 
freezing 
and 
thawing 
take place. Freezing lifts the soil, 
and thawing lets it drop, at tile 
sam e tim e m aking it soft and wet. 
Tile action is m ost violent near th# 
surface, since w inter thawing is 
seldom deep, so that shallow rooted 
plants are often heaved entirely 
out of the ground by repeated 
thaws. 
G rass which has developed a 
deep, sturdy root system , will re ­ 
sist heaving successfully. Poorly 
nourished grass will have shallow * 
roots and m ay suffer serious in­ 
jury. A relatively poor lawn m ay 
be put into condition by proper at­ 
tention this fall.
